His Narrow Escape. 


Manager of the Powder Company at 
Tweed Owes His Life to a Sum- 
mons by Telephone.

In the account which the Tweed 
News gives of the recent destruction 
of the powder packing house are some 
details of appalling interest. Mr. 
Frank Knight, the manager ot the 
works, had a very providential escape. 
He had just left the engine room to go 
to the pack house when the telephone 
bell rang and Mr. McCaw, in charge 
of the engine room, called to him and 
told him he was wanted at the office, 
which is about as far distant from the 
engine room as is the pack house 
Mr. McKnight had just reached the 
office when the explosion occurred. A 
piece of one of the books used In the 
pack-house was found on the opposite 
side of Stoca Lake. The greater part 
of the debris came down in the lake. 
Pieces of the bodies of the victims 
were found in all directions and hang- 
ing in the trees above. Altogether 
over one hundred pounds of flesh were 
found. 

The scene of the explosion was 
visited by hundreds af citizens on Sun- 
day and many curious freaks of the 
explosion was noticed. Nails were 
driven head foremost into the trunk 
of the trees so firmly that it was im- 
possible to pull them out. In one 

lace a piece of soft pine about an 
inch wide and several inches long was 
driven firmly into the trunk of a hard 
tree and could not be pulled out. 

The powder company has intimated 
to the News that they will make a 
liberal settlement with the widows of 
the unfortunate victims.

What is really 
desirable is that fairs should be the 
means of disseminating information 


and of fixing correct ideas in the! Th 


minds of those who are producing 
food stuffs, and on them the prosperity 
of Canada depends. The ad 

of the expert judge system havé be 
come so t that this year over 
150 fairs in Ontario alone are to be 
supplied with jodnes by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture. 

Another feature of the Whitby 
Fair which is worthy of adoption we 
all agricultural societies, but whic 
only some half-dozen have yet taken 
up, is the seriesof illustration plots on 
the fair grounds. These plots are in 
excellent condition at Whitby, and 
will form an interesting and instruc- 
tive exhibit of the best yarieties of 
grasses, clovers, millets, sorghums, 
corn, fodder, and pase crops, tur- 
nips, mangels and sugar beets.

PUT ON ANOTHER COAT.

this truth to me the other day in 
bright if homely words says Mr. E. 
In answer to the state-| 
ment that a certain lot of cots gave | 
milk so rich that sixteen pounds of! 
it would make a pound of butter, he 
said, Wes, and it, would take six-| 
teen of them to make the pound ot 
butter.“ 

The fact is, quality is not the only 
thing we must seek in the cow. 
must be quantity as well. 
Suppose we figure on this a little. 
Here is a cow that gives milk, six- 
teen pounds of which will make a 
pound of butter. In a day we wil! 
say she gives the sixteen pounds. | 
This butter is sold at say taventy- 
five cents a pound. This the cow | 
does three hundred days in the year. 
At the end of the season she has to 
her credit, if she can maintain this 
record and the price remains the 
same, three hundred pounds of but- | 
ter, worth seventy-live dollars. Here 
is another cow that gives milk re- 
quiring twenty pounds for a pound 
of butter. Every day for tlhe three} 
hundred days she gives twenty-five! 
pounds of milk, making one and 
one-fourth pounds of butter. When | 
the season ends she has three ein- 
dred and seventy-five pounds of but- 
ter, worth ninety-three dollars and 
seventy-five cents, to show for 
work. Which is the better cow ?

A SUGGESTION, 


Thus, my friends, the whole trend 
of this sermon is to prove that every 
word we utter, whéther” true or 
false, that word shall never die. It 
shall at last meet us at the judg- 
ment seat of God and make us ex- 
plain why we ever let it come forth 
from our lips. It is to prove that 
God does not have one language for 
the weekday and another for Sun 
day. The Bible distinctly and em- 
phatically states that Christians 
must come forth out of the sinful 
world and separate themselves from 
it. In no way can this be done bet- 
ter than by speaking the Christian 
language of straightforward truth. 
Are we ready to speak that truth 
Wherever it may be found? 

But there is just one little sugges- 
tion I would like to make before I 
close.

Dr. Cyrus Edson, a health officer 
of New York City, aroused a storm 
of protest among the self-constitated 
representatives of the neu woman 
by his remarks on the production of 
nervous prostration in husbands 
caused by the nagging of their wives. 
It is the fashion to waste much 
sympathy over the self-eacrificing of 
the wife to the hypochondriacal hus- 
band, but the reverse of the picture 
is too well known to physicians. The 
hysteric, nagging wife of the insane 
or neuraathenic husband is a famili- 
ar acquaintance.’ 


PUNISHED BY DUCKING STOOL. 


Such women are usually regarded 
as fin de siecle products, but the 
Puritan maiden was frequently a 
hyeteric. The eightecnth century 
statutes appertaining to the use of 
the ducking stool, so realistically 
portrayed on the stage in the Chi- 
dren of Satan, still survive in Dole- 
ware, demonstrating the recognition 
of nagging as a vice by the fathers 
of the republic. 

In the late sixteenth and in the 
early seventeenth centuries hysterics 
Were far more frequent than is usu- 
ally supposed, and the minor form 
of hysteria which takes the direc- 
tion of motor restlessness was pe- 
culiarly apt to voice itself in nag- 
ging. Indeed, in the Comedy of 
Errors,” which appeared in 1598, 
Shakespeare indicates that. accord- 
ing to popular opinion at that tine, 
husband nagging produced not only 
nervous prostration but even in- 
Sanity. 

MAN’S DREAD OF NAGGING. 


Ben Jonson indicates the popular 
belief in the nerve destroying effects 
of nagging in ‘Whe Silent Woman.

Voulet and Chanoine were outlawed 
and a strung expedition sent against 
them. Before it could reach them 
they were shot by some of their own 
men whom they had brutally flogged. 
The natives who had been under 
their command gave themselves up 
to the authorities. So ended Capt. 
Voulet’s dream of becoming an Afri- 
can Emperor.

THE GUN FIGHTER WAS cow. 
ED AT DAWSON CITY. 


A Little Cockney Mounted Police- 
man Puts the Bad Man in 
His Place. 


Since Wyatt Earp, once famous as 
a gun fighter in Arizona and Call- 
fornia, went up into the Klondike 
very little has been heard of him 
the outside world. The last ex- 
ploit that brought him into prom- 
inence was his decision in the Shar- 
key-Fitzsimmons price-fight in San 
Francisco, when he gave the fight to 
Sharkey on an alleged foul, For 
some years before that he had been 
quite an orderly citizen for one of 
his reputation as a gun fighter. 

From the stories that have drifted 
down from the Klondike in the last 
few weeks it appears that Earp has 
resumed a favorite trick of his, 
known in the west as shooting up 
the town. He was much addicted to 
it in the old 
zona and California.

A torpedo that possesses its own 
motive power, propels itself through 
the water like a ship, and which can 
be controlled while miles out at sea 
without connecting wiree—a deadly 
propectile that can be guided by a 
system of wireless telegraphy as ac- 
curately as though it were an elect- 
rical launch with steady hands con- 
trolling it, is the most recent inven- 
tion that has been added to the 
marvels of modern warfare, and 
nromises to relegate torpedo boats 
to second place in the great sea bat- 
tles of the future. ; 

After five years of*continual experi- 
ment, during which the famous in- 
ventor, Nikola Tesla began and aban- 
doned a similar work, J. Tarbotton 
Armstrong, who has done“ more 
work upon wireless telegraphy than 
any living man, has finally brought 
this torpedo to such a point of 
completeness that it has been intro- 
duced into the British navy, and be- 
fore long will ben part of the 
equipment of every British warship 
afloat, 

A little vessel within itself, with 
screws, motors, water pump and 
rudder, this remarkable invention is 
completely governed by wireless elec- 
tric Waves sent out from shore or 
from the bridge of a ship.

TWENTY-NINE KILLED. 


Disastrous Explosions on the Aus- 
trian Steamer. 


A Constantinople despatch says 
Three explosions occurred on Wednes- 
day on the Austrian steamer Vaska- 
pu, soon after leaving the Bulgarian 
port of Burgas en route for Con- 
atantinople, by which twenty-nine 
persons perished. The steamer 


caught fire, and had to be beached | 


at Missurea, eighteen miles north of 
Burgas. A telegram conveying this 
news was received by the agent here 
of the Hungarian Levant Line, to 
which the Vaskapu belongs. The 
captain and officers of the steamer 
and six of her crew Were among the 
dead. The Vaskapu sailed from 
Varna, Bulgaria, and after calling at 
Burgas was steaming through the 
Black Sea to Constantinople, when 
the explosions took place on board. 
The steamer was of 1,076 tons, 260 
feet beam and a depth of 16.9 feet.

RELAXED REGULATIONS. 


Scarcity of Teachers Reported by 
the Department.

You should not kill a fly. He may 
anney you at night and prevent your 
going to sleep, or worry you as you 
sit on the beach trying to read the 
paper, but the harm he does you 
simply nothing to the importance of 
his work in the economy of Nature. 

Each 
one of his species indirectly helps us 
in the dificult task of avoiding dis- 
ease. The fly's appointed task is to 
rapidly consume decaying matter, 
which would otherwise breed pesti- 
lence. Refuse is his special delight, 
but in gratifying his desires he is re- 
moving a dangerous source of disease 
from the human being.

SEBDING WINTER WHEAT. 

A rich soil is always desirable for 
Winter wheat, The plant,is a gross 
feoder and requires an abundant sap 
ply of feed for the largest vields 
This does not necessarily mean that 
the ground must contain as mech 
‘tags as corn ground, but it should 
toes ab supplied with this ma- 
terial, in addition 40 phosphoric: acid 
und potash. It soil is not naturally 
very rich and stable manure i avail- 
ble, supply as much of this as can 
be Obtained. It can either be appli- 
ed to the crop previous to wheat, or 
if well rotted, can be put on the 
ground just before plowing for wheat 
land, If not well rotted, the most 
satisfactory method of cnriching the 
soil for Wheat ts to top-dress during 
the fall and winter, spreading quite 
evenly over the ‘surface, In this way 
the available plant food in the ma- 
nure is absorbed ty the upper lay- 
ers of soil and is ready for immediate 
use by the younge plants,

The old oil lamp, when compared 
with the new types of acetylene and 
electric headlights, costs much less 
for its supply of oil than the others 
do, “for carbide or steam, yet when 
the costs of operating it are count- 
ed carefully, including cleaning ma- 
terial, wicks, chimnevs and buraers, 
with the frequent losses from 5urn- 
ing up, does not prove to be so cco- 
and it falls far 
behind in the candle power of either 
acetylene or electricity, and failing 
also in entire reliability. Acetylene 
gas, while costing more for its car- 
bide than oil; does not require chime 
nevs nor expensive burners with 
Wicks, and gives out several times 
the candle power of the best type of 
oil-burning headlight, without bring- 
ing criticism of its intensity. 

The electric headlight is more ex- 
pansive in the line of first cost: also 
im inaintenance, oWing to a motor 
and dynamo being required to gener- 
ate the current and the amount 
Steatn needed to operate it.

Evidence That 
Confirming Bibli 

Nearly three hundred 
great astronomer Kepler, a dovout 
as woll as a learned man, sought 
mathematically to demonstrate the 
truth of the story of the Star of 
Bethlehem. Applying the laws of 
the motion of the stars he had dis- 
covered, he calculated that on the 
night of Dec. 25-26, 6 . C., there 
occurred, visible in Palestine, a man- 
imum conjunction of Jupiter ‘and 
Saturn. 

That is, on that night the two 
plancts, as seen from that part of 
the earth, were directly in line and 
for a time would be seen as one 
star, combining the brilliancy of 

Kepler thought this conjune-

unusually bright strange star which 
amazed the shepherds and which the 
Wise Men saw as they came from the 
East. 

Then scholars working on New Tea 
tament chronology became satisfied 
that the dates of Dionysius, then 
generally received, Were incorrect. 
They found evidence that Herod the 
Great, said in the Gospels to have 
been living at the time of the Na- 
tivity, died in the fifty year before 
that then accepted as the first of the 
Christian era. In fact, it is general- 
ly admitted now, though convenience 
prevents a change, that this is not 
the 1903d year since the birth of 
Jesus, but at least the 1907th, and 
probably the 1900th. 8 

This discovery of the error in the 
traditional chronology, though it 
confirmed Kepler's calculations indi- 
rectly, did not cause his suggestions 
about the Star of Bethichem to be 
wholly accepted. That the conjunc- 
tion of the two places occurred 
about that time was admitted, but 
it Was not considered proved 
Jesus was born 

ON EXACTLY THAT NIGHT, 


In fact, the tendency was to regard 
the story of the star as a wonder 
tale, produced by the universal hu- 
man habit of associating remarkable 
natural events with the births or 
deaths of conspicuous’ personages. 

But now Baron F. von Aefele, in a 
pamphlet published at Berlin, points 
out that this maximum conjunction of 
Jupiter and Saturn is described. in 
a list of the positions of the plan- 
ets from 17 B. C. to A. D., lately 
discovered in Egypt. Furthermore 
the old Egyptian star gazer gives a 
number of details that correspond 
closely with those set down in the 
second chapter of Matthew. Yet 
again, the Greek word translated 
“stood” in Matthew's account, which 
most commentators have declared to 
be a poetical expression, turns out 
to be the technical term used by the 
Egyptian astronomer to describe 
the conjunction of Jupiter aril 
which he records as 
occurring at a date corres- 
ponding to Dec. 26, 6 B. C., of our 
calendar. 

Baron von Acfele draws from this 
confirmation of Kepler's computa- 
tions and Matthew's narrative the 
conclusion that the Christmas fosti- 
val was fixed on Dec. 25, not be 
cause it Was the time of the Roman 
Saturnalia or the festival of some 
popular pagan god, but because the 
early Christians knew exactly When 
the Founder of their faith appeared 
as a child among men. 

The main interest of the matter to 
Christians is that this old Egyptian 
record, taken with Kepler's calcula- 
tions, confirms the Gospel narrative.

But when the Court of Napoleon III. 
crumbled in the dust the vogue of 
the Cashmere shawl fell with it, and 
famine and distress invaded the far- 
away valleys of Cashmere. Shadi- 
pore, which was once one of the cen- 
tres of the Cashmere shawl industry, 
is beautifully located in a valley at 
the function of Sind and Jhelum 
rivers. But the village has shrunk 
to a mere hamlet of rickety houses, 
and the luxuriant vegetation fails to 
cover its bareness and poverty. What | 
is left of the shawl industry is car- 
ried on by boys and men, who earn 
from two to eight annas a day, 
from two cents to four cents. For 
this beggarly sum they sit all day 
long at the looms, which are almost | 
as forlorm as themselves in appear- 
lance, for they date back to the days 
lof prosperity, 
by a generous use of string.

MOUNT ASSINIBOINE. 


Mr. James Outram Describes His 
Successful Ascent. 


Of the beautiful peaks of the Cann- 
dian Rockies, one of the most di- 
cult for the mountaineer has been 
Mount Aswiniboine, or; ae it is often 
talled, “The Matterhorn of the 
Rockies.“ If forms a massive pyra- 
mid, more than 11,000 feet hich. Its 
precipices have successiully  with- 
stood the assaults of many a climb 
or, the first successful ascent dating 
only a*few months back. 

That ascent, made by James Out- 
ram with three guides, is described 
in the September Century. Tho 
narrative is as keenly interésting as 
Whymper's “accounts of his scrambles 
in the Swiss Alps. We have not the 
space to quote much of Mr. Outram's 
article, will be interested 
in 
descent: 

“Well roped ard moving generally 
one at a time, we clambered down- 
ward foot by foot, now balancing 
upon the narrow ridge, 5,000 feet of 
space at our right hand; then scram- 
bling down a broken wallend, the 
rocks so friable that hand-hold  af- 
ter hand-hold had to be abandoned, 
and often half a dozen tested before 
a safe one could be found: now, 
when the ridge became too jagged or 
too sheer, making our cautious way 
along a tiny ledge or down the face 
itself, clinging to the cold buttress- 
es, our fingers tightly clutching the 
acant projection f some icy knob, 
or digging into small interstices be- 
tween the rocks; anon, an ice-slope 

had to be passed with laborious ¢ut- 
ting of steps in the hard, wall-like 
surface; and again, cliff after cliff 
must bo reconnoitered, its slippery 
upper rim traversed until a cleft was 
found and a gymnastic descent effect- 
ed to the ice-bound declivity that 
fell away beneath its base, 

“For close upon 2,000 feet the ut- 
most skill and care were imperative 
at every step; for scarcely half a 
| dozen could be taken, In thet dis- 
jtance, where an unroped man who 
slipped would not inevitably have 
followed the rejected hand-holds and 
debris that hurtled down in leaps 
and bounds, to crash into fragments 
on the rocks and boulders far below. 
“But with a rope a careful party 
of experienced mountaineers ic ab- 
solutely free from danger; and though 
it took our usually rapid trio three 
and a half hours to descend some 1. 
800 feet, our confidence was fully 
Justiſed, for nothing insurmountable 
lobstructed our advance, and, after
